army. They say as the war is over 
that they think it just and right 
to discharge them, for they visit 
to return to the enjoyments and 
comforts of homo. They sacrificed 
all freedom and gave thoinselvea 
up to their country, nml if neces¬ 
sary to lay down their lives in de¬ 
fense of it. And now, hostilities 
being at an end they w ish to re¬ 
turn again to the peaceful pursuits 
of civil life. Such are the com¬ 
plaints «if most of the boys of tho 
Fourth. That, vith the fond re¬ 
membrance of the girls they left 
behind thorn has pluc<*d them in a 
state of solitude and despair, al¬ 
though they continue to tnke an 
interest in drilling and preparing 
for active service should they be 
needed. 

Pay day has rolled around and 
the boys are again setten' ’em up. 
Once more they n re content ns long 
as Uncle Sam’s filthy lucre lasts. 
We are still in tents, and it is very 
disagreeable owing to tho unusual 
cold weather here, there being some 
frost evry morning. But it is 
very piensnut during the day. We 
are" all drawing a now supply of 
blankets, overcoats and gloves, and 
expect to be more comfortable iu 
the future. 

The general opinion of both offi¬ 
cers and men now is thnt we will 
lx» sent back to Kentucky to spend 
tho winter, but of course no one 
knows. Some think we will be 
sent further South, if not to Cuba. 

The health of tho ngimont it 
extremely good, there being only 
6fi in the hospital and only four 
deaths since we came here. All 
tho cast's are measles or • light 
form of fever. Being properly 
enroll for they aro rapidly recover¬ 
ing and the list gradually growing 
lean.

llimetalliata want more 100-ccnt 
dollars, and golilltea fewer 100 -ccnt 
dollars—the fewer the better for 
them. Bimetallists do not tlx un un¬ 
alterable ratio for the coinage of tho 
metals; but demand that there be free 
coinage of both inctnla, and favor the 
existing ratio of sixteen to one. be¬ 
cause it has never been demonstrated 
that free coinage of both metnia can¬ 
not be maintained at thnt ratio; but 
on the contrary it has been demon¬ 
strated by a record of SO years in this 
country' and In Europe that this ratio 
is an equitable one. 

It would be flunueial folly to advo¬ 
cate any other ratio under existing 
conditions; and the goldites know'this, 
lienee they do not advocate any other 
ratio; but howl—to scare the peoplr. 
ami to prevent them from having all 
the money they ought to have—"30- 
eent dollars!" A veritable contra¬ 
diction in terms, and they know it. 

lUmctalllats are ready to concede 
that ratios have been chunged ami 
may lie again; but In order to ascer¬ 
tain what the ratio ought to be con¬ 
ditions must lie such as to prevent dis¬ 
crimination between the metals; and 
these conditions the I'nited States ia 
powerful enough and rich enough to 
establish unaided by and Independent 
of any Kuropean government, before 
silver was demonetized in 1S7.1, silver 
dollars were at a premium of from two 
to three cents above gold. That was 
under free coinage. Would it not be 
folly to change the ratio without some 
evidence that it is not equitable? 

Hiuirtalllsts favor free coinage of 
silver nml gold by the I’nlted States 
at the ratio of sixteen 1o one — the 
present ratio u ratio that differ* but 
little from the coinage ratios of the 
government a of Europe mid other por¬ 
tions of the world. They favor this 
because the Imsineas of the world 
would lie benefited by the infusion of 
more money into the channels of 
trade. nintetallist« do not want nu 
inequitable ratio. If It is found that 
sixteen to one Is mi inequitable ratio 
after it lins been tested, then it call 
tie changed by increasing nr dimin¬ 
ishing it ns may lie necessary. Hut In 
all probability no change will lie neces¬ 
sary. 

Doe* the conntry need more dol¬ 
lars? Then coin them out of silver 
nml gold. The more the merrier. We 
don’t want dollars bused on bonds, bnt 
dollnrs that have the genuine metallic 
ring to them, and that the tax pay-era 
do not have to pay dnuiile Interest on 

Interest not only to tlir bunk* but 
to the bondholders. - Illinois State 
Register.
